If at any time there shall be evidence of any lien or claim for which, if established, the Owrer of the 
said premises might become liable, and which is chargeable to the Contractor , the Owner shall have the 
right to retain out of any payment then due or thereafter to become due an amount sufficient to completely 
indemnify......itself.....against such lien or claim. Should there prove to be any such claim after all pay- 
ments are made, the Contractor shall refund to the Owner all moneys that the latter may be compelled 
to pay in discharging any lien on said premises made obligatory in consequence of the Contractor default. 

Art. X. It is further mutually agreed between the parties hereto that no certificate given or payment 
made under this contract, except the final certificate or final payment, shall be conclusive evidence of the 
performance of this contract. either wholly or in part, and that no payment shall be construed to be an accept- 
ance of defective work or improper materials. 

Art. XI. The Owner _ shall effect and maintain fire insurance upon the entire structure on which the work 
of this contract is to be done to one hundred per cent of the insurable value thereof, including items of labor 
and materials connected therewith whether in or adjacent to the structure insured, materials in place or to be 
used as part of the permanent construction including surplus materials, shanties, protective fences, bridges, 
or temporary structures, miscellaneous materials and supplies incident to the work, and such scaffoldings, 
stagings, towers, forms, and equipment as are not owned or rented by the Contractor _, the cost of which is 
included in the cost of the work. Exctusions: This insurance does not cover any tools owned by mechanics, 
any tools, equipment, scaffoldings, stagings, towers, and forms owned or rented by the Contractor _, the capital 
value of which is not included in the cost of the work, or any cook shanties, bunk houses or other structures 
erected for housing the workmen. The loss, if any, is to be made adjustable with and payable to the Owner 
as Trustee for whom it may concern, except in such cases as may require payment of all or a proportion of 
said insurance to be made to a mortgagee as his interests may appear. 

The Contractor, on his written request, shall be named jointly with Owner in all policies, all of which shall 
be open to his inspection. If the Owner fails to show them on request, or if he fails to effect or maintain 
insurance as above, the Contractor may insure his own interest and charge the cost thereof to the Owner. 
If the Contractor damaged by failure of the Owner to maintain such insurance, he may recover as stipulated in 
the contract for recovery of damages. 

If required in writing by any party in interest, the Owner as Trustee shall, upon the occurrence of loss, give 
bond for the proper performance of his duties. He shall deposit any money received from insurance in an 
account separate from all his other funds and he shall distribute it in accordance with such agreement as the 
parties in interest may reach, or under an award of arbitrators appointed, one by the Owner, another by 
joint action of the other parties in interest, all other procedure being as provided elsewhere in the contract 
for arbitration. If after loss no special agreement is made, replacement of injured work shall be ordered and 
executed as provided for changes in the work. 

The Trustee shall have power to adjust and settle any loss with the insurers unless one of the Contractors 
interested shall object in writing within three working days of the occurrence of loss, and thereupon arbitrators 
shall be chosen as above. The Trustee shall in that case make settlement with the insurers in accordance 
with the directions of such arbitrators, who shall also, if distribution by arbitration is required, direct such 
distribution. 

Art. XII. Incase the Owner and Contractor fail to agree in relation to matters of payment, allow- 
ance of loss referred to in Arts. III or VIII of this contract, or should either of them dissent from the decision 
of the Architect referred to in Art. VII of this contract, which dissent shall have been filed in writing with 
the Architect within ten days of the announcement of such decision, then the matter shall be referred to a 
Board of Arbitration to consist of one person selected by the Owner _, and one person selected by the Con- 
tractor , these two to select a third. The decision of any two of this Board shall be final and binding on 
both parties hereto. Each party hereto shall pay one-half of the expense of such reference. 

The said parties for themselves, their heirs, successors, executors, administrators and assigns, do hereby 
agree to the full performance of the covenants herein contained.
